The new Men’* Residence Hall 
ia progTeaeing rapidly. The heat, 
electricity, and sewers are all to 
the building; all services are In¬ 
stalled. Mr. Earl Knepp, UTMB'i 
engineer in charge, states that 
the contractor ia pushing every¬ 
thing for completion aa soon as 
passible. 

The plastering in the north and 
connecting wings ia completed and 
the windows are installed. Heat 
from the power plant is on In these 
wings also. Material is on hand 
to lay new walks around the en¬ 
tire building as designed by the 
architect. The parking area in 
front of Reed Hail is almost com¬ 
pleted. The curbs and gutters 
are in. Paving will begin as soon 
the weather permits. 

The new Residence Hall will 
have facilities for 127 boys and 
two hostesses. Each boy has his 
own closet. The entire building 
will have asphalt tile floor cov¬ 
ering except the living room, 
which will have hardwood block 
flooring. All walls and the cell¬ 
ing are insulated. The living 
rooms have acoustical plaster on 
the ceilings. There are two liv¬ 
ing rooms and two apartments for 
the hostesses. 

The rooms have four color pat¬ 
terns with two colors in each 
room. There are eight bath units. 
On the second floor of each wing 
a lounge is provided at the head 
of the stairways. Two stairways 
lead to the second floor. 

The hostess' apartment, in each 
wing consists of a living room, 
bedroom, private bath, and kit¬ 
chenette. The entire unit has 
communication system and a tele¬ 
phone on each floor. The fire walls 
and fire doors are between the 
wings. 

The furniture is beginning to 
arrive and is being stored tem¬ 
porarily in the Student Activities 
Building.

At 8:15 Saturday morning, the 
cars were on their way. The first 
stop was the Bell Clay Co., Gleas¬ 
on, Tenn. There the boys learned 
that clay is now being used in 
jet engines because of its dura¬ 
bility to heat. West Tennessee 
clay is also us^d for the finest 
pottery. The Hardy Sand Co., 
at Camden, Tenn., was next on the 
list to be visited. The students 
were taken through the plant and 
shown machinery drying the sand 
and loading it into the boxcars. 
Mr. Wishart remarked that the 
automobile industry is dependent 
upon this type of sand because It 
is used in the casting of steel 
molds. The "Geologists" then 
boarded a dump-truck. The boys 
were bumped, pushed, and thrown 
in every direction, as the truck 
headed for the sand pits. 

After leaving the sand pits, the 
group invaded a chert gravel pit 
looking for fossils embedded in 
the gravel. Some fine specimens 
of branchipods and crinoids were 
found and identified. • 

The Franklin Limestone Quarry 
at Waverly, Tenn,, left quite an 
impression on the students. They 
went through the tunnel of lime¬ 
stone dug by the workers and then 
to the open quarry. 

While at the TVA Project in 
Johnsonville, Tennessee, the group 
was bestowed with a high honor. 
The honor being that the mem¬ 
bers of the group were among 
the first official visitors. Once in¬ 
side the steam plant, the students 


| saw the most modem and up-to- 
date machinery used in the type 
of plant in the world. The furn¬ 
aces in the plant use 54 tons of 
coal per unit per hour. 

The "Geologists’ then moved on 
to Bowling Green, Ky., where they 
spent the night at the Helm Ho¬ 
tel. Because of insomnia or some
